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THE ISOLATION HOSPITAL. 


Nhe recent statement made by Dr. 
W. A, Wilson in regard to the Iso- 
lation Hospital requires further at- 
tention. In Monday's Capital Dr. 
Whitelaw, Medical Health Officer, 
quoted certain statistics in regard to 
that institution and referred to the 
fact that no complainta had been 
made in regard to its conduct. What 
all this has to do with Dr. Wilson's 
charges is difficult to understand. Ele, 
at Ieast, made complaints. They were 
very serious ones, and coming from a 
leading practitioner should be paid 
greater heed to than if they origin- 
ated with anybody else. If Dr. )Vil- 
son’s horses are better housed than 
patients in the Isolation Hospital, are 
we going to sit back and do nothing? 
Qe even went as far, so the report 
reads, as to intimate that it was not 
safe to send a patient to the hos- 
pital for fear of ‘his being affected by 
the many contagious diseases treated 
there. That this is the case has been 
the subject of private conversation for 
a dong time back. ‘Many have been 
suspicious of this institution, but few 
‘have been in a position to make a de- 
finite charge against it. Now that a 
man of Dr, Wilson’s prominence has 
‘come out so openly in the expression 
of his views, a thorough-going en- 
quiry is imperative. What in the past 
could be put aside as mere street talk 
cannot any longer tbe disregarded by 
the civic authorities. ‘he whole Iso- 
lation Hospital problem seems to 
have been most shockingly bungled 
from the first. 

Whether a wholly new start will 
have to be made or not must be de- 
termined by expert investigation. 
This much is certain, however, that if 
the hospital is in future to be of. any 
service whatever, the public must re- 
ceive some assurance, cither that con- 
ditions are not as bad as they have 
been ipainted, or that steps have been 
taken to improve them.

The Strathcona Plaindealer, which 
is strongly supporting the high leyel 
bridge by-law in that City, says: 

In considering the ‘C.P.R. bridge 
ratepayers of Strathcona must face a 
condition rather than a theory. It is 
irrelevant to’ the: issue to contend 
that a centrally located bridge would 
serve Strathcona better than a traffic 
deck on the C.P.R. bridge. 
cation of the bridge is settled and 
also that it is to-have vehicular, pe- 
destrian and tramway decks upon it, 
and government grants have been 
promised for it: ‘Tio argue for a.cen- 
trally located bridge at this date is to 
beat the air in an utterly fruitless 
manner. The theory of a central 
bridge is excellent, but the present is 
not an opportune time for its adyo- 
cacy, for it is an impossibility within 
the next five years. The question for 
the Strathcona ratepayers now is how 
best tio make the bridge that is about 
io be built of greatest service to the 
property and commercial interests fof 
this city. We contend that the pass- 
ing of the $50,000 contribution by-law 
with the single fare proviso opens 
the way for a vast increase in the pop- 
ulation of Strathcona and a resulting 
active demand fior realty in all parts of 
this city. Tse man who lives in 
Strathcona and has his employment in 
Edmonton under present conditions 
pays a very substantial portion of his 
salary or wage in car fares, just 
double what he would pay. if he lived 
in similar proximity to his employ- 
ment and to the car line on the nonth 
side of the river. That is surely a 
substantial barrier to settlement in 
Strathcona if people have or expect to 
have employment in Edmonton. It is 
a handicap in the bid for population 
that Strathcona must contend against 
until a single fare arrangement can be 
made with the city of Edmontion. We 
are outsiders and cannat demand the 
single fare but we have an opportunity 
now to buy it in the bridge contribu- 
tion. Some say the single fare will 
be gramed gratuitously before very 
long. Not if Supt. Taylor can ‘help 
it. The street railway franchise is 
‘bound to be a cause of friction be- 
tween the two cities in the future as 
it has been in the past, and Strathcona 
will get no privilege not provided by 
ithe charter without sbme quid pro quo 
in definite form, The sooner we ar- 
range such the sooner will Strath- 
cona reap the benefit of single fares. 
Double fares make the Saskatchewan 
river the southern limit of strong de- 
mand for residential property while 
single fares over the high bridge will 
extend ithat limit to the southern 
boundaries of Strathcona. The radial 
lines of value willbe of equal length 
north and south of Jasper avenue. It 


is not a realty boom we want but a 
demand for property by people who 
want to build homes and the single 
car fare throughowt the two cities is 
one of the strongest arguments that 
can be advanced.

PARIS FLOOD 


Many , Exciting Incidents Recalled 
Now That Waters Have Sub- 
sided 


Paris, Feb. 1.—Now that the flood 
is subsiding thé newspapers are devot- 
ing themselves to the description of 
the many pathetic and some amusing 
scenes that have been’ furnished by 
the catastrophe. 
tice the household possessions which 
appeal to some persons as the most 
valuable when qutting their homes 
hurriedly. One man hastened from 
his house to a rescue boat, carrying 
achild on one arm and a gramaphone 
on the other. Another brought out a 
basket and bottles. 


The graver incidents include one at 
Ivry, where a man in an attitude of 
despair Stood outside the town hall 
watching the water rising. His wife 
stood beside him sobbing, with a baby 
in her arms and two little gis cling- 


ing to her skirt. , i 


“We had a grocery store in the Rue 
National,” said the man to a sympath- 
izer. ‘‘We had an uphill fight for nine 
years, but things had just begun to 
improve. Now all has gone ina single 
night. We have lost everything.” 
Another described show he shad 
fought the invading flood. It entered 
his cellar Friday night. We hurriedly 
built a dam of planks and cement in 
front of his shop, but on Saturday the 
water flowedg over) the barrier and 
reached the shop. As the water rose 
above the counters 4ie and his family 
took refuge upstairs, thinking they 
were safe. 

“But all night,” he said, “the water 
rose, and we lay listening to signal 
bombs and sappers’ bugles rousing the 
people. What moments we endured! 
By morning the bedroom was fiooded. 
Finally a boat took us off with. a few 
belongings. <All the rest were swal- 
lowed up.” 

A reporter who watched rescues at 
Charenton from a half submerged 
bridge which had been converted into 
a pier by the flood says that every few 
minutes a boat came to the end of 
the bridge and landed a sorry-looking 
human cargo with a few assorted bun- 
dles containing what (each inhabitant 
thought best to save. , 


Some carried bread and provisions 
in one hand and shoes and clothing in 
the other. Some seemed more intent 
on rescuing pictures, books, pets or 
toys. Not one weptt. Every face was 
Impassive. They spoke of nothing but 
{he inundation, but. their remarks 
were not so much about their own 
cases as about friends or relatives. 
Such a one had stayed too long, such 
another had had. hard luck, a third 
had shown courage and self-denial by 
rescuing neighbors. 

A curious procession that reached 
the bridge consisted of a little farm 
cart followed by two milk carts, both 
piled high with bottles. Behind came 
a dozen cows. With boats before and 
behind the party were marshalled up 
to the end of the bridge with great 
difficulty and commotion, but at last 
they were on dry ground and so safe- 
ly across to Charenton, It was the 
Wiiuie equipment and stock of a little 
milk farm a mile from the bridge which 
had been invaded by the flood. 

“At Bercy,” says an onlooker, “‘all 
the bonded warehouses for wine were 
three feet deep with water. Casks 
were floating here and there. Many 
had burst, while others had been car- 
ried away. The little wooden offices 
of agents and dealers were leaning in 
all directions, some of them floating 
like toys.

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NO SETTLEMENT IN WAGES CASE 


It is doubtful whether Mr. Justice 
Stuart will give judgment in the case 
of vans vs. Roberts on the evidence

J. Roberts, if the appearance of the 
latter's hackney stallion ‘Towthorpe 
Rupert” did not ‘tally with the des- 
cription given of him in the Iénglish 
stud book. If it did Robert was to 


‘take the $250 put up by '‘M. Evans in 


the wager. : 

There were no witnesses called’ in 
the case, H. H. Robertson appearing 
for the plaintiff, gave references to 
prove that where one party was in 
possession of the ‘facts under dispute 
there was no wager. He said that in 
this case Evans was in posession of 
the facts and consequently therg was 
no wager. 

O. iM. Biggar on the part of the 
defendant, held that the question at 
issue, according to the wording of the 
agreement between. the two parties, 
was. whether ithe hackney stud book 
zave a correct reading or not. This, 
he claimed, was of no importance to 
anyone. 

“No one can have any interest what 
ever in what the English stud bodk 
says,” said Mir. Biggar. 

_ “Except that it would make a little 
difference in establishing the ideh- 
tity of the horse,” replied the jtidge. 

“Both plaintiff and defendant are 
breeders of hackney horses,” added 
Mr. Robertson, “and for that reason 
considerable interest attaches to each.’ 

His Lordship discontinued the argu- 
ment by saying that the determina- 
tion of the meaning of the agreement 
was one thing, but whether there 
was a wager or not was another. 

Both lawyers in the case agreed to 
supply the court with as many facts 
as possible on which both were 
agreed.

Parallel Permitted to Trap Beaver, 


The Department of Agriculture ha; 
received inquiries from various parts 
ofthe province asking if there is an 
open season for beaver. The depar:- 
ment therefore wishes to advise al! 
parties residing south of the 53th par- 
allel that there is no open season for 
beaver in that part of the province ly- 
ing to the south of the said parallel, 
but owing to the scarcity of fur-bear- 
ing animals in the northern part of 
the province during the last two or 
three years, and owing to trapping 
and hunting being the principal oc- 
cupation of the majority of the resi- 
dents of :that part of the province 
lying to the north of the 55th parallel 
(which crosses the province from east 
to west at about the southern bound- 
ary of Township 70), and in order to 
assist the natives in providing neces- 
sities for their families by allowing 
them to trap beaver, the Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Council has declared an 
open season for the trapping of these 
animals (by the residents of that part 
of the province referred to), until the 
1oth day of March, 1910.

By what 
is known in banuk circles sas “ipen- 
ning a cheque originally drawn for 
ti a few pounds can quickly be, made 
into one of several hundreds. Iix- 
perts have at their command hun- 
dreds of penning combinations. ‘The 
addition of “y” to “eight” is one 
known, or at any rate should be 
known, to every writer of cheques, 
and it is generally avoided by joining 
the “t” to the “p” in pounds, thus 
allowing no room for additions, Yet, 
even though this simple example of 
penning is so well known, many 
business men who are aware that this 
can be done; write their cheques in 
‘such a fashion that thereis more than 
fi enough room to adid several letters 
i after the “t.” 

: Clever tricksters employ aes and 
chemicals to restore the tint of a 
cheque which may have been damaged 
during the process of altering the 
amount, and they have even been 
known, when the amount has been 
stamped, with a perforating stamp- 
ing machine, through the cheque, to 
replace the cuttings and recut oa 
larger amount.

back part of the office to refer to the 
ledger, 

The thief thought he had been de- 
tected, and without waiting for a 
moment, vanished, Of course, this 
led to a closer scrutiny of the cheque 
and traces of the lines where it had 
ae been crossed, were discovered. When 
one discovers that swindlers are able 
to carry on such cunning and clever 
methods, is it surprising that banks 
are beaten at times in their conflict 
with fraudulent people?

It will generally tbe found that in 
these great bank frauds the perpet- 
rators were assisted, directly or in- 
directly, by a former employee of the 
bank, or someone who has acquired 
an intimate ‘knowledge of the inside 
methods.

Windell” could not 
have carried out his fraud thad ‘he not 
been assisted by a clerk who had in- 
side information of the bank’s secrets. 
In the case of the frauds on the Bank 
of Liverpool, it was a clerk named 
Goudie, who had been jin the bank’s 
service for seven years, who secured 
the £170,000. 


EAKL CARRINGTON 


Something About the Latest to be Sug- 


gested as Our Governor-General 

London, Feb. 1.—A_ reconstruction 
of the Liberal ministry is the neces- 
sary sequel of the elections. Earl 
Carrington retires from the presi- 
dency of the board of agriculture, thus 
bringing. a portfolio back from the 
House of Lords to the Commons and 
beginning the process of re-establish- 
ing the ministry.

$100,000. 

Mr. Wyatt satisfied himself that the 
person making the proposition could 
make good, and he agreed to pay 
$100,000, with the understanding that 
a baronetcy would be given him. Some 
time before the list was to ‘appear 
Mr. Wyatt was informed ‘by the iper- 
son who had approached him_origin- 
ally that the must pay $60,000 to prin- 
cipals in the negotiations, who, it is 
said, he named as the Countess of 
Warwick and a high official of Buck- 
ingham palace. 

Mr. Wyatt objected to paying such 
a large sum until the baronetcy was 
“delivered,” but his objections were 
overcome and he paid it. But when 
the list of hirthday honors was pub- 
lished, his name was not on it. Nat- 
urally Mr. Wyatt was indignant, and 
demanded his $60,000. ‘He was per- 
suaded that the coveted title would be 
given him when the next list of hon- 
ors would appear; that it was with- 
held only ‘because icertain necessary 
formalities had to be. gone through 
with.

Says the Secretary of Agri- 


-culture 


“Tt costs more to get the common 
necessaries of life in the United States 


today than in any other country in 


the world.” 


This startling statement was made 
last week by James Wilson, U. S. sec- 


retary of agriculture, in an address de- 


livered ‘before the 


Club of Philadelphia. Secretary Wil-, 
lood

The secretary said he believed the 
American people to be suffering at 
present not so much from the high 


cost of living as from the cost of high 
living, his statement being: 
“Tt has been said that an American 
the best fed, best clothed, best 
educated, and best housed man upon 
earth. We shall-have to add now that 
he is the most expensively fed. 
Thinks Tariff Is Blameless. 

“Some persons,” he continued, “tell 
us that if we repeal the present tariff 
law to Iet in foregn products free of 
duty the present difficulty will cease. I 
do not ‘believe it. Eggs are 35 cents a 
dozen in Canadian vcities and 60 cents 
a dozen in some American cities. ‘I'he 
duty is 3 cents.a dozen. What differ- 
ence would it make whether you took 
off that 3 cents or not?” 

Secretary Wilson pointed out that 
the fundamental difficulty was that 
the people are leaving the ‘farms to 
such an extent that there are not 
enough remaining to produce the food 
of the increasing population, ‘The 
boys and girls of; the ‘farm, he as- 
serted, are being dured away to the 
cities, to the factories, and to the 
mines, and to too ‘great an extent the 
agricultural resources of the country 
are being neglected. : 

He said he was convinced ‘that the 
combination of retailers, wilrolesalers, 
and the like were responsible in great 
measure for the keeping up of prices 
and that same influence would be suf- 
ficient to Control the prices of pro- 
ducts brought from other countries, 
even if the tariff were removed. 

Education of Farmer Overlooked: 


is 


Secretary Wilson spoke of manu- 
facturers'as follows: 

“The record made by the manufac- 
turers of the United States iis a good 
one. Conditions havetbeen favorable. 
A highly intelligent people, abundance 
of raw material, well developed sys- 
tems of transportation, and a home 
market unequalled have furnished fac- 
ilities for the application of capital, 
skill, and labor to the production of 
manufactured products. 

“The education of the farmer, how- 
ever, has been overlooked. Manufac- 
turing industries have built up cities, 
towns, and villages, but the growth of 
knowledge of: the soil, the plant and 
the animal has not been fostered. 
The young farmer has been educated 
away from the farm and from the pro- 
duction of food for the people. The 
school, the college, and ihe university 
which admirably prepare young men 
and women for their life work in all 
ovher directions, have forgotten the 


farmer, 


In discussing further the lure from} 
the farm ‘to the cities, the secretary 


continued; 

“It is up to you, gentlemen of the 
Manufacturers club, to look into these 
things. Go down to the foundations 
and enquire. If you find my state- 
ment to be correct, that the people 
are leaving the farms to such’an ex- 
tent that there are not enough left 
to produce the food of our growing 
population, take steps to thave the 
young farmer taught regarding his life 
work, 

Advises Opening of State Farm 
“You should be giving instructions 
to 10,000 young meniand women along 
these lines. In the winter time they 
might be getting theoretical knowl- 
edge, and be iutroduced to applied 
science. In the summer time they 
should go into the fields. If you do 
not have acres enough, Pennsylvania 
has plenty of acres. Get a farm big 
enough to educate the people who are 
to grow you ifood in the future that 
can be sold to the people at reason- 
able prices. If it is necessary to get 
a 5,000 acre farm, get it.” 

The secertary closed his plea for 
the agricultural education of the 
young with the declaration that the 
worst farming is’ being done éast iof 
the Allegheny mountains.
